Be pleas’d 
now, Right Reverend, to reckon his Cafe 
your own, and confider what became him 
to doinfo fatal a Conjunure. ‘ Oughthe 
to have pardoned a fecond time {uch 
ingratitude, fuch Traytors, and Jay his 
Throat open to them, (as a man may fay) 
or rather fecure his Life ,and, his Empire, 
as he did, by the punifhment of the Cri- 
minals.? Whereforehefent for them, and -' 
having firft convicted them by their own 
Confeflion,he punifhed them according as 
their Crimes deferved, From that time 
forth,he was obliged to keep Guards,and 
fecure hisLife by the punifhment of thofe 
whom he had reafon to fufpect, and who 
were ever hatching Treafon againft him. 
In the mean while, the People, who 
only mind the effects, without ehquir- 
ing after the Caufe, call his  Juftice 
Cruelty, as if the punifhment of Male- 
factors was not rather an Adtion of Cle- 
mency, fince it preferves the Innocent, 
and fecures the Lives of Honeft men. But 
the averfion people have to ill Princes,

}Juftice. Thus it is not by his feverity,

apprehenfions of Death. For otherwife 
he is fo far from defiring to deftroy the 
Innocent, that he would rather be his 
own deftrudtion, by fuffering Criminals to 
live. Befides, it’s no lels painful toa No- 
ble Spirit to doill, than to fuffer it 5 and 


{ know not whether it be better to dye, | 


tho unjuftly, than to be every day in pain 
for our own defence and fecurity : how- 
ever, [ believe, every man would rather 
preferve his own life, than thofe of his 
Enemies, efpecially when he cannot pre- 
ferve them butto his ownruine, and a- 
gain{ft himfelf. Yet Phalaris has pre- 
ferved feveral, after having manifeftly 


convicted them. Icall to witnefs Acaz- 


thus, Limocrates, and Leogeras, whom he 
loved when he might have deftroyed 
them. Butif you would know our Prince, 
you muft not enquire about him of thofe 
whom he isconftrained to be harfh with- 
al, but of others that he ufes with all 
manner of humanity.
